An Act to repeal so much of an Act for inclosing 


Lands in the Parish of Saint Mary in or near the S 


Borough of Leicester as relates to the Regulation 
and Management of the Freemen’s Allotments ; 
and to make other Provisions in lieu thereof. 


[30th June 1845.] 


y HEREAS an Act was passed in the Forty-fourth Year of 

the Reign of His Majesty King George the Third, inti- 

7 VY tuled An Act for inclosing Lands in the Parish of Saint 
Mary in or near the Borough of Leicester in the County of Leicester, 
whereby the Commissioners therein named were directed and 
empowered to ascertain, set out, and allot unto and for the Freemen 
of the Borough of Leicester resident within the Town or Borough 
of Leicester or the Precincts or Liberties thereof, and the Widows 
of Freemen of the said Borough during their Widowhood, and being 
resident as aforesaid, so much and such Part and Parts of certain 
Yields and Meadows in the said Act mentioned as in the Judgment 
of the said Commissioners should be a full Equivalent, Compensation, 
and Satisfaction for the Right of Common to which the said resident 
Treemen and Freemen’s Widows were entitled in, over, upon, and 
respecting the said Fields and Meadows; and in and by the said 
Act certain Provisions were made -for the annual Election and 
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Appointment, by the said resident Freemen and Freemen’s Widows, 
of certain Deputies, for the Regulation, Ordering, and Management 


` of the said Allotments, and with respect to the Duties and ‘Liabilities 
_ of such Deputies; and Provisions were by the said. Act also made

for the: Appointment by the said Deputies of a Clerk and other 
Officers, and with‘respect to the Duties and Liabilities of such Clerk 
and other Officers; and the said Deputies were by the said Act 
also empowered to do certain other Acts, Matters, and Things 
incident to or connected with their said Office, as therein mentioned, 
and were also required to keep and verify Accounts of all Monies 
received and paid by them under or by virtue of the Powers and 
Provisions of the said Act, as therein also mentioned : And whereas 
the Commissioners acting under the, said Act, by their Award,’ 
bearing Date the Thirtieth Day of May One thousand eight hundred 
and eleven, and duly enrolled with the Clerk of the Peace for the 
said County of Leicester on the Eighth Day of October following, 
did award and allot unto. and for the Freemen and Freemen’s 


~ Widows of the said Borough of Leicester for. the Time being resident 


as aforesaid, in lieu of and by way of Compensation for their Common 


and other Rights into, over, upon, and respecting the said Fields and 


Indentures 
of Lease and 
‘Release, 
dated Ist & 
2d Septem- 
‘ber 1823. 


Meadows by the said Act directed to be divided, allotted, and 
inclosed, Three several AHotments, Pieces, Plots, or Parcels of Land; 
containing respectively by Statute Measure Thirty-six Acres Three 
Roods and Thirty-one Perches, Two Acres One Rood and Thirty 
Perches, and Eighty-five Acres and Twenty-one Perches, and which 
same Three several Allotments (or so much thereof as have not been 
since taken by the Midland Counties Railway Company as herein. 
after mentioned) are comprised.in the Schedules to this Act annexed : 
And whereas by Indentures’ of Lease and Release, bearing Date 
respectively the First and Second Days of September One thousand 
eight hundred and twenty-three, the Release being made or 
expressed to be made between Henry Mansfield, Bobert Bates, and 
Thomas Bradley, (therein respectively described,) of the one Part, 
and William Adams, Wiliam Heard, George Crosher, Thomas Knight, 
Solomon Woodward, Walter Hall, and Joseph Wright, (therein also 
respectively described,) of the other Part, for the Considerations 
therein expressed, Two. several Closes or Pieces of Meadow Ground 
inclosed, situate in the said Parish of Saint Mary in Leicester afore- 
said, containing by Estimation Three Acres or thereabouts, adjoining 
the said above-mentioned Allotments or some Part thereof, (and 
which said Two Closes or Pieces of Meadow Ground now form 
and are used as One Close, and the same is comprised in the First 
Schedule, to this Act annexed,) with the Appurtenances, were 
released and assured unto and to the Use of the said William Adams, 


. William Heard, George Crosher, Thomas Knight, Solomon Woodward, 


Walter Hall, and Joseph Wright, their Heirs and Assigns for ever, 
as Joint Tenants, in trust nevertheless that the said Land and Pre- 
mises might at all Times thereafter be let, set, used, and occupied 
in such Manner, for the Benefit of the resident Freemen and Free- 
men’s Widows of the said Borough of Leicester for the Time being, 
as the Deputies of such resident Freemen and Freemen’s Widows, 
or the major Part of such Deputies, should from Time to Time 
order, direct, or appoint: And whereas an Act was passed in the 

, j Sixth 
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Sixth Year of the Reign*of His late Majesty King William the 
Fourth, intituled An Act for making. a Railway, with Branches; com- 
mencing atthe. London and Birmingham Railway in the Parish of 
Rugby in the County of Warwick, to communicate with the Towns of 


- Leicester, Nottingham; and Derby, to be called ‘$ The Midland Coun- 


ties “Railway,” and under the Powers. and. Provisions contained in 
the same Act’ the said, Railway Company purchased and took for the 
Purposes’ of the said Railway certain. Pieces of Land, Parcels of the 
Allotments so awarded unto the said Freemen and. Freemen’s Widows 
as aforesaid; and the. Purchase Monies for the same, amounting to 


“the Sum: of One thousand three hundred and forty-five Pounds and — 


Six Shillings, together with the further Sum of One hundred and 
forty Pounds paid by the said Company as a Compensation to the 
said Freemen and Freemen’s: Widows for entering upon certain-other 
Parts of the Lands so allotted to them as aforesaid, and digging out 
and carrying away a Quantity of Soil and Gravel therefrom, (making 
together the Sum of One thousand four hundred and eighty-five 
Pounds and Six Shillings,):.were, in pursuance of the said Railway 
Act, paid‘ into the Bank of. England in the Name and with the Privity 
of the Accountant General of the Court of Exchequer, to an Account 
ex parte the Midland Counties Railway Company: And whereas by 
virtue of an Act passed in the Fifth Year of the Reign of Her 
present Majesty, intituled:4n Act to make further Provisions for the 
Administration of Justice, the said Sum.of One thousand four hundred 
and eighty-five Pounds and- Six Shillings became vested in’ the 
Accountant General of the: High Court: of Chancery in trust to 
attend the Orders of the same Court: And whereas by an Indenture 
dated the Fourth Day of February One thousand eight hundred and 
forty-two, and made or expressed to be made between the Mayor, 
Aldermen, and Burgesses of the Borough of Leicester of the First 
Part, and William Lewin, Joseph Burchnall, Charles Hawkins, Samuel 
Bonner, John Kellett, William Mitchell, Thomas Butler, Charles Mor- 
timer, John Weston, and John Hill, (therein described as being 
Deputies duly appointed’ under and by virtue. of the said Act’firstly 
herein-before recited to act on behalf of the Freemen of the Borough 
of Leicester aforesaid resident within the Town. and Borough afore- 
said, -or the Precincts or Liberties thereof, and the Widows of Free- 
men of the said Borough during their Widowhood, and being resident’ 
as aforesaid, ). of the Second Part, in consideration of the said Sum 
of One thousand four hundred and eighty-five Pounds Six Shillings, 
then intended to be paid and which was afterwards duly paid to the 
said Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses, or their Treasurer, by the’ 
Accountant Geieral. of the High Court of Chancery, by the Order 
and under the Direction of the same Court, and also in consideration 
of the Sum of Forty-three Pounds, then also intended. to. be: paid 
and which was afterwards duly paid to'the said Mayor, Aldermen, 
and Burgesses, or their Treasurer, by the said Parties to the now 
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Indenture, 
dated 4th 
Feb. 1842. a 


reciting Indenture of the Second Part, out of Monies in- their 


Hands as such Deputies as aforesaid,. Two several Closes, Pieces, or 
Parcels of Land situate in the said Parish-of: Saint Mary in Leicester 
aforesaid, adjoining or lying near to the said first-mentioned Allot- 


ments or some Part thereof, (and which: said Two several Closes, : 


Pieces, or Parcels of Land. are comprised. in- the: First: Schedule to 
this 
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‘this Act annexed,) were conveyed’and assured unto and to the Use 


“of ‘the said William Lewin, Joseph Burchnall, Charles Hawkins, 


Samuel Bonner, John Kellett, William Mitchell, Thomas Butler, 
-Charles Mortimer, John Weston, and John Hill, their Heirs. and 
- Assigns, for ever, nevertheless upon and for such and the like Trusts, 

Intents, and Purposes, and subject to such Rights of Common and 
‘other. Rights, as.the Parcels of Land sold and conveyed to the said 

Railway Company. stood settled and were subject to at the Time of 
-making such Conveyance, or as would have then stood settled and been 
-subject to in case the same Lands had not been so sold and conveyed : 
And whereas the said Railway.Company have since paid the further 
Sum of Four hundred and ninety-four Pounds Nineteen Shillings and 
Sixpence into the Bank of Eng/and, in the Name and with the Privity 
of the’ said Accountant General of the Court of Exchequer, to the 


‘said Account “ Ee parte the Midland Counties Railway Company,” as- 


. a Compensation to the said Freemen and Freemen’s Widows resident 
_ as aforesaid, for the Injury done by the said Railway Company to the 
`. remaining Land of the said Freemen and Freemen’s Widows allotted 
_ to them as aforesaid; and the said Sum of Four hundred and ninety- 
‘four Pounds Nineteen Shillings and Sixpence (by virtue of the said 
‘Act passed in the Fifth Year of the Reign of Her present Majesty) 
is now standing in the Name of the Accountant General of the High 
Court of Chancery, in trust to.attend the Orders of the same Court, 
and is applicable to the Purchase of other Lands to be conveyed and 
settled to the like Uses as the Two last-mentioned Closes: And 
whereas such Portions of the said Allotments by the said Award 
allotted to the said resident Freemen and Freemen’s Widows as 
aforesaid as were not Meadow or Pasture Land were immediately 
after the making of the said Award laid down in Grass, and the 
whole of the said Allotments (except such Parts thereof as have-been 
daken .by.the said Railway Company) have ever since been enjoyed 
by the resident Freemen and Freemen’s Widows of the said Borough 
of Leicester, or-by some of them, as a Common of Pasture, subject to 
such Regulations .as have from Time to Time been made for the 
Management thereof by the Deputies annually elected under the 


Provisions of the said Act of the Forty-fourth Year of the Reign of - 


King George the Third as aforesaid, and the said several Closes, 
Pieces, or Parcels of Land comprised in and conveyed by the said 
Indentures of the First and Second Days of September One thousand 
eight hundred and twenty-three, and the Fourth Day of February 
One thousand eight hundred and forty-two, have likewise respectively 
since the Date. of those Indentures been so enjoyed by the said 
resident Freemen and Freemen’s Widows for the Time being, or by 
some of them, assaforesaid: And whereas the resident Freemen and 
Freemen’s Widows of the said Borough of Leicester have considerably 
increased in Numbers since the passing of the said recited Act of the 
Forty-fourth Year cf King George the Third, and the Majority of 
them are poor Persons, and have no commonable Cattle to depasture 
on the said Allotments, Closes, or Pieces of Land, and therefore can 
derive no Benefit or Advantage therefrom in the Way the same are 
now used, occupied, and enjoyed: And whereas it would be of much 
greater and more general Benefit ànd. Advantage to the larger Portion 


of the said resident Freemen and Freemen’s Widows, entitled to such 
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Common of Pasture in or over the said Allotments, Closes, and Lands 
as aforesaid, and especially to the poorer Classes thereof, if certain 
Parts of the same Allotments, Closes, and Lands were broken up and 
parcelled out into small Allotments, for the Purpose of being let to 
and occupied as Garden Ground by such of the said resident Free- 
‘men and Freemen’s Widows not exercising such Common of Pasture 


‘as may be desirous to take and occupy the same, at a small Rent, and 


otherwise, as herein-after mentioned, and if the said Deputies for the 
‘Time being were empowered to sell such Allotments, Closes, and 


‘Lands, or Part thereof, and to purchase other Lands with the Monies 
arising therefrom, as also with the Monies now in their Hands, or | 


which are now or may hereafter come under their. Management and 


“Control, and also to build and endow Cottages for the Use and Benefit 


of the most agedvot the resident Freemen and’ Freemen’s Widows of 
the said Borough as herein-after mentioned ; and for carrying such 
several Purposes into effect it is expedient that certain Parts of the 
said recited Act of the Forty-fourth Year of the Reign of King 


‘George the Third should be repealed, and other Provisions made in 


lieu. thereof: But inasmuch as the same several Purposes cannot be 
effected without the Authority of Parliament, May it therefore please 


Your Majesty that.it may be enacted; and be it enacted by the 
“Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Con- 


sent. of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 


present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same,. 


That on and after the Day preceding the Day herein-after appointed 
for the first Election of Deputies under this Act so much and such 


Part or Parts of the said in part recited Act passed in the Forty- 


fourth Year of the Reign of His late Majesty King George the Third 
as relates to or in-anywise concerns the Regulation, Ordering, or 
‘Management of the Allotments thereby authorized or directed to be 
made to the said resident Freemen and Freemen’s Widows as a Com- 
mon of Pasture, and which are comprised or mentioned in the Two 
several Schedules to this Act, and also as relates to or concerns 


‘the Deputies by the same Act directed to be from Time to Time 


appointed as therein mentioned, or the Mode, Manner, Time, or 


‘Place of appointing such Deputies, or the Powers, Privileges, Duties, 


and Liabilities of such Deputies, or any of them, or of any Chairman, 
Clerk, Treasurer, or other Officer or Officers, Person or Persons, 
appointed or employed by or under the Authority of such Deputies, 
and every Matter and Thing in the said Act contained relating or 
incident thereto, shall be and the same is and are hereby repealed, 
annulled, and made void, to all Intents and Purposes whatsoever, but 
so nevertheless as not to render void or ineffectual any Act, Deed, 
Matter, or Thing done under or by virtue of the last-mentioned Act 
previously to the Commencement of this Act. ` : 


II. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the Freemen and 
Freemen’s Widows of the said Borough respectively resident for the 
Time being in each Parish within the said Borough (except the 
Parish of Saint Leonard), or any Ten or more of them, and, as to those 
resident for the Time being in the said Parish of Saint Leonard, for 


' such Freemen and I'reemen’s Widows, or for any Three or more of 
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them, and they are hereby authorized and required, to meet and 


_assemble at the several Places where the Vestry Meetings of the 


Parishes in which they: respectively reside are or shall be: usually 
holden, on the Third Tuesday next after the passing of this Act, and 
so annually on the Second Tuesday in the Month of March in:every 
succeeding Year, at an Hour not later than Eleven of the Clock in 
the Forenoon, (of which respective Meetings Notice shall be given, by 
or under the Direction of the Deputies for the Time being, on the 
Sunday preceding, in such Manner as Notices are or may be then 
usually given of Vestry Meetings in each Parish, and which Notice 
shall be signed by One or more of the Deputies, or by their Cleérk,) 


- and at such. respective Meetings to choose, by a Majority of Voices, 


for the Parish of Saint Margaret Thrée Deputies, for the Parish of 
Saint Leonard One Deputy, and for each of the other Parishes Two 
Deputies, to act on behalf of such Freemen and Freemen’s Widows in ` 
the Management, letting, and ordering of the Allotments, Closes, 
Pieces, or Parcels of Land mentioned and comprised in ‘the Two 
several Schedules to this Act annexed, and in the several other - 
Matters and Things herein-after expressed, under and according to 
the Provisions herein-after contained : Provided always, that for the 
Purposes of this Act the Freemen and Freemen’s Widows for the 
Time being residing in the Blackfriars and Augustine Friars shall be 


considered as residing in the’Parish of Saint Nicholas, and. that the 


Freemen and Freemen’s Widows for the Time being residing in 
the Newarke and the Castle View shall be considered as residing in

men’s Widows as aforesaid, or be allowed to act as such, unless 
Notice shall have been given as aforesaid of the Meeting at which the 
shall have been appointed: Provided also, that no Person: shall ibe 
qualified or entitled to be elected or to be a Deputy for any Parish, 
unless he shall at the Time of such Election be a Freeman and — 
Housekeeper resident in the said Borough or the Precincts. or Liber- 
ties thereof, and be rated to some parochial or municipal Rate or 
Rates in One or more of the Parishes or Places within the said 
Borough upon the aggregate annual Value of Ten Pounds or

III. Provided always, and be it enacted, That in case at :any | 
Meeting of the resident freemen and Freemen’s Widows:to. be held 
for the Purpose of electing a Deputy or Deputies for any Parish 
more Persons shall be proposed for the Office of Deputy for such. 
Parish than herein provided, and a Poll shall be demanded. by any 
Three Persons present, then: the Chairman of such Meeting shall 
immediately open and proceed with such Poll, and shall enter or cause 
to be entered in a Book or Books the Names of all.Persons so- pro- 


posed, and the Names of every Freeman and Freeman’s Widow who 


shall be qualified and desire to vote, and shall register the Vote of

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every such Freeman and Freeman’s Widow for every or any such 
Persons as he or she may respectively require ; and such, Poll. shall 
finally close at Five o’Clock in the Afternoon on the Day of sue 

Election, or sooner if all-the Persons nominated for’ the said Office 
of Deputy for such Parish shall agree thereto, or if, since the polling 
of the Person who was last polled Half an Hour shall have elapsed 
during which no Person duly qualified to vote, shall have tendered his 
or her Vote ; and as soon. after the Close of the Poll. as may be 
possible the Result thereof shall be certified and. declared. in Writing 
by the Chairman of such Meeting, and the Persons or Person so cer- 
_ tified and declared to have been chosen shall be deemed the Deputy 
or Deputies duly.chosen for the Parish for which sueh -Election shall 


be held; and such,Certificates and Declarations, herein-before respec- . 


tively mentioned, so signed by such Chairman. as aforesaid, (whether a 
Poll shall or shall not have taken place, ) shall be conclusive Evidence 
of the due Election of the Person or Persons therein named as such 
Deputy or Deputies, for all Intents and Purposes whatsoever, subject 
nevertheless to the Provision next herein-after contained. 


IV. And be it enacted, That in case at any Election or Elections 
of a Deputy or Deputies under the Proyisions of this Act any 
Three or more of the Freemen or Freemen’s Widows residing in the 
Parish for which any such: Election may have taken place. .( whether 
they shall have voted::in the Choice .of such Deputy or. Deputies or 
not) shall be of opinion-that any such Deputy ot Deputies shall 
not have: been duly elected, and. of such their Opinion shall give 
or deliver Notice in Writing unto such.Deputy or Deputies as last 
aforesaid, and also unto the Clerk of the Deputies for. the Time 
being, or unto any Two or more of the newly or last, elected Deputies, 
at least Four Days before the first or next Meeting ‘of Deputies after 
such Election (such Four Days to be reckoned exclusiye:of the Day 


on which such Notices shall be given, but inclusive of the Day of 


such Meeting), in case there shall be Four intervening Days between

(but not including such.Deputy or Deputies as shall be-so objected 
to) and. they are hereby required to inquire into and. determine 
the Validity or Invalidity of such disputed Election. or Elections ; 
and the Determination of the Deputies assembled at such Meeting, 
or of the Majority of them,-shall be final and conclusive thereupon ; 
and in case such Determination:shall be against the Validity of.such 
Election or Elections, then another Election. or Elections shall be 


held for the Choice: of another Deputy or other Deputies: in the - 


Room or Stead of him or them whose Election shall be.. declared 
invalid, in the like. Manner and. with. the. like ;Notices and-other Pro- 
visions as is and are herein-before directed: in the Case of. every 
annual Election as aforesaid, and as if such invalid Election or 
Elections had not- taken place, such new Election or Elections to 
be made within One Calendar Month next after any Election or 
Elections shall be declared invalid. l

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V. And be it enacted, That in case any Deputy or Deputies so to 
be appointed as aforesaid shall die, or permanently remove his or 
their Residence from or out of the said Borough of Leicester or the 
Precincts or Liberties thereof, during the Year of his or their being 
in Office, then and so often as.the Case shall happen it shall be 
lawful for the Freemen and Freemen’s Widows residing in the Parish 
or Parishes for which such Deputy or Deputies was or were elected, 
and they are hereby authorized and required, within One Calendar 
Month next after every or any such Death or Removal shall have 
taken place, to choose and elect a fresh Deputy or Deputies in 
the Stead and to supply the Place of the Deputy or Deputies so 
dying, or permanently removing his or their Residence as aforesaid, 
during. the Remainder of his or their then Year of Office; and 
such Deputy or Deputies so’ to be from Time to Time appointed 


- as last- aforesaid shall have all such and the same or the like Powers

and Authorities as he or they would have had in case he or they had

VI. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said De- 
puties so to be appointed as aforesaid for the Time being, or any 
Five or more of them, to assemble and meet together upon the first’ 
Tuesday next after each such General Election shall have been 
held as aforesaid, and also to meet from Time to Time when and so 
often as may be deemed expedient, and to adjourn any such 
Meetings from Time to Time, the same to be held at some conve-

Precincts thereof, but not elsewhere, and at any of the said Meet- 
ings, or any Adjournments thereof, to make such Orders, Rules, and _

said Deputies (other than and except the said annual Meeting 
and adjourned Meetings) shall be held unless a Notice of the Time 
and Place of such intended Meeting, signed by the Clerk or Two 
of the Deputies for the Time being (and which Notice such Clerk 
or any Two Deputies, as the Case may be, are hereby authorized 
and empowered to sign and give, and which shall specify the 
Purpose for which the Meeting is called, and the Business to be 
transacted thereat), shall have been delivered to or left at the usual 
Place of Abode of every Deputy for the Time being Three clear 
Days at least before such Meeting; and no Order, Rule, Regu- 
lation, Appointment, or Proceeding at any Meeting of the said 
Deputies, once made or taken, shall be revoked or altered at any 
subsequent Meeting, unless Notice of the Intention to propose the 
Revocation or Alteration thereof shall have been given at a pre- 
vious Meeting held pursuant to the Directions of this Act, and 
shall have been entered in the Book of Proceedings of the said
